Hamas, seeking 
revenge, promises 
. bombing campaign 


GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip — Hamas mili- 
tants threatened Friday to wage their 
deadliest bombing campaign yet — not 
just in Israel, but worldwide — to avenge 
the death of their chief bombmaker. 

Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
warned Yasser Arafat he would be held 
responsible for any harm to Israelis and 
said the Palestinian leader, could stop 
' Hamas attacks if he tried. 

Netanyahu also reiterated that Israel 
had no role in the bombmakcr’s death and 
demanded that Palestinian officials who 
have said otherwise “immediately stop 
spreading this false information.” 

The 32-year-old bombmaker, 
Mohiyedinc Sharif, died in mysterious cir- 
cumstances Sunday near the scene of a car . 
bomb explosion in a garage in on industri- 
al zone of the West Bank town of 
Ramallah. 

Israel says the bomb, intended for an 
attack in Israel, exploded prematurely, 
killing Sharif. An initial Palestinian police 
Statement said Sharif was shot to death 
three hours before the blast and his body 
placed near the car, which was detonated 
by remote control — suggesting an 
— attempt to cover up’ an assassination. —

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Big business wins House

FCC considers 
charging fees 
on Internet calls 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
small Jjut growing number of 
people who make long distance 
calls over the Internet could face 
higher charges under an idea 
being discussed by reguJiuors. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission, in a report to 
Congress due April 10, is expect- 
ed to recommend that Internet 
. phone companies pay fees — just 
as traditional long-distance com- 
panies now do — to support uni- 
versally available phone service 
in the United States. 

“We're considering that and 
then what we would say in our 
report, in essence, would be, 
This makes sense,"’ said a senior 
FCC official, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Sen. Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, 
asked the FCC to feport how it 
intends to overhaul a labyrinth of 
subsidies that support affordable 
phone service. 

Fledgling Internet phone com- 
panies such as Qwest 
Communications, IDT Corn." and 
Level mare not required by the 
FCC to pay fees to support uni- 
versal telephpne' service, os tradi-_ 
tional phone companies are.

1980 case ofU.S. nun murders in El Salvador resurfaces 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Salvadoran government should 
vigorously pursue any new evi- 
dence in the case of Salvadoran 
national guardsmen who were 
convicted of killing three U.S. 
.nuns and a lay worker in 1980, the 
State Department said Friday. 

Spokesman James P. Rubin 
made the comment after The New 
York Times reported that the four 
guardsmen had said for the first 
time that the slayings were 
ordered by their superiors. 

Salvadoran ana U.S. officials 
have always said the killers acted 
on their own, contradicting 


human rights groups and relatives 
.of the victims who have argued 
that the executions were ordered 
. by military authorities. 

The guardsmen made their 
admissions in interviews with 
Scott Greathead and "Robert ' 
Weiner of the New York-based 
Lawyers Committee for Human 
Rights, which represents families 
of the victims. Two of the prison- 
ers repeated the statements to the 
Times. 

Rubin said the U.S. assessment 
of the killings has coincided with 
the conclusions of a U5. federal 
judge who investigated the inci- 


dent in 1983. 

He concluded that the guards- 
men were not following orders 
from senior officers. 

If new evidence emerges, “we 


would want to see the Salvadorans 
vigorously urge the government, 
their prosecutors, to investigate 
and if warranted, to prosecute 
those implicated,” Rubin said.

World Trade - Centerbomber 
gets 240-year prison sentence 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Palestinian who drove the bomb- 
laden van into the parking 
garage under the World Trade 
Center during the 1993 terrorist 
attack was sentenced to 240 
years in prison Friday. 

U.S. District Judge Kevin 
Duffy also fined 26-year-old Eyad 
Lsmoil $250,000 and ordered him 
to pay $10 million restitution 
“just to make sure that you never 
make a dime out of this.” 

lsmoil was convicted of conspira- 
cy in November along with Ramzi 
Yousef, the plot’s mastermind, for 
the bombing that killed sue people 
and injured more than 1,000. Six 
men now have been sentenced to 
life in prison for the attack. 

Prosecutors said lsmoil helped 
load the bomb into a van the day 
before the attack, then drove with 
Yousef to the World Trade Center 
the next morning. There, prosecu- 
tors sold, lsmoil parked the van in 


the garage beneath the twin 110- 
story cowers, one of the men lit a 
fuse, then both fled in another 
car. lsmoil escaped to Jordan, 
where he was arrested in 1995. 

As lsmoil told Duffy he was not 
given a fair trial, his mother 
sobbed on the wooden bench 10 
feet behind him. 

The baby-faced lsmoil calmly 
read from a statement, saying liis- 
tory has proved that not every- 
one who is convicted is piiity- 

“Jail me and you will odd one 
number to die wrong list, but don’t 
think that you will aver rest 
because tyrants always end up in 
trouble," lsmoil said. He added: “In 
the world a fair trial is always rare." 

Duffy said lsmoil received “an 
extraordinarily fair trial, some- 
thing that was quite expensive, 
something which was done not as 
a show trial but to give you an 
opportunity to put forward what- 
ever you wanted to do."

85 miles east of Seattle. 

Roberson and his wife, Connie, 
were accused of staging orgies 
involving children at their East 
Wenatchee Pentecostal church, 
though no physical evidence of 
sexual activity was ever found 
there. 

Critics maintained that -prose- 
cutors, a rogue cop and obsessed 
social workers created a 
whirlpool of sexual hysteria — 
coaxing children into accusations 
and bullying bewildered, poorly 
educated adults into confessions. 

The Justice Department, asked 
by critics to review the case for 
possible civil-rights violations.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Utah’s Community Impact Board 
has stepped to the plate to help 
out Wcndover and its stalled air- 
port expansion project.

Eight months into his duty, he 
was burned beyond recognition when a 
phosphorous grenade that he was posed 
to throw exploded in his hand. The 
ordeal left him hospitalized for 14 
months. .He underwent 15 major surg- 
eries. 

In spite of it all, Roever’s message 
is a message of hope. The Psalmist's 
-words, “For I hope in thee, O Lord, 
thou will answer, O Lord, my God," 
'and Job's acclamation during his' 
troubled life, “I will hope in him,” 
portray the encouraging message 
Roever gives to his audiences.

NEW- YORK (AP) — If your 
Individual Retirement Account 
represents a sizable portion of 
personal wealth, and you’re con- 
.cemed about-what might happen 
to it after death, consider the 
option of ruling from the grave. 

As ghoulish, or even flip, as 
-that-might-sound,.by.crcaring-an— 
IRA trust, account owners can 
effectively do just that, estate 
planners say. 

The IRA trust becomes the 
designated beneficiary and 
directs distribution of the assets 
growing tax-deferred inside. 
Required annual disbursements 
ore stretched over the life of the 
trust’s beneficiaries. 

Who should consider them? 
Those in second marriages and 
those leaving their IRAs to 
minors or individuals incapable 
of caring for themselves or han- 
dling money, the experts say. 

But creating a trust has certain 
drawbacks. 

“It is cumbersome, costly and 
the trusts arc often worded 
incorrectly because they general- 
ly do not take the IRA distribu- 
tion rules inro accounr within the 
- trust wording,” said Edward A. 

. Slott, _ an. .accountant from 
Rockville Centre, N.Y., who pub- 
lishes a weekly newsletter on tax 
and estate planning. 

In fact, the Internal Revenue . 
Service recently amended regu- 
lations, which essentially cor- 
rects many mistakes from the 
past and “bails out many attor- 
neys who did not know the 
-rulesjl Slott said 

In short: the ruling allows most 
trusts to qualify as “designated 
beneficiaries,” which basically 
extends the life of an IRA after 
the owner’s death, so long ns 
they become irrevocable after 
death. That allows the required 
annual distributions to be 
stretched over the life of the 
trust’s beneficiary. (The IRS 
-requires IRA holders to take dis- 
tributions over a period of time 
based on their life expectancy, or 
the joint life expectancy of them- 
selves and their designated ben- 
eficiary.) 

Slott recommends IRA trusts 
be handled only by professionals 
spe ci a lizi ng in this complex area 
since errors can have devastat- 
ing tax consequences. 

Trusts, by the way, pay the 
highest income-tax rates, anoth- 


For 1997, a trust’s tax rate hit 
the 39.6 percent bracket after 


only $8,100 of income, vs. indi- 
viduals who hit that top rate 
after income exceeded $271,050, 
Slott said- 

— “In effect, the high rate is a 
penalty on the trust for accumu- 
lating income by not distributing 
all the taxable IRA income to the 

And, by naming the trust as 
the beneficiary, the spousal 
“rollover" right is precluded. A 
-surviving husband or wife cur- 
rently is permitted to roll an 
inherited IRA into his or her 
existing account or treat the IRA 
as his or her own. Estate taxes 
are avoided, provided the 
account is under $625,000, and 
income taxes arc deferred until 
assets arc withdrawn by the min- 
imum-distribution age of 70 1/2. 

Still, the big advantage is the 
flexibility provided to thb IRA 
owner. 

If an IRA is payable to a mist, 
individual beneficiaries receive 
funds as stipulated under terms 
of the trust. Without one, a bene- 
ficiary can withdraw funds from 
an account almost at will, so long 
as he or she is willing to pay 
income taxes andwiy applicable
